Must be Settled 



ATHENA REPLIES TO THE SPEC- 
TATOR'S LETTER. 



To the Editor of Our Town: 

Words, words, meaningless words! 
In the last issue of Our Town there 
appeared what purported to lie a letter 
regarding the subject of a war memorial 
for Narberth. From the mass of words 
the writer was able to understand part 
of the first paragraph, "As the men 
who conceived and who are furthering 
the plan to rejuvenate the Fire House 
as a War Memorial have applied them- 
selves to the project with great interest 
and fine intention in an earnest en- 
deavor to secure for the borough a 
worthy emblem of a tremendous occa- 
sion. " 

As regards the right and wrong of 
the proposition, there is so much right 
and so very little wrong that the writer 
cannot understand how any individual 
or any organization can seem to pro- 
test against the plan, with a full knowl- 
edge of all the facts and the almost 
unanimous approval of everyone who 
lias discussed the subject. 

Spectator's shot number one say.-.: 
"The Fire Company offers the prop- 
erty subject to encumbrances for memo- 
rial purposes, but the fact that a simi- 
lar disposition to forego its equity has 
been indicated on a previous occasion, 
and for an altogether different purpose, 
deprives the tender of that unquestioned 
dignity which must accompany every 
feature of a true memorial nnderlak- 
ing. ' ' 

Now, Mr. Spectator, please remember 
that the Fire Company is not trying to 
"unload'' anything. To go back just a 
little further, what is and who are 
the Fire Company? The Fire Company 
is you and 1, every resident of Nar- 
berth; a volunteer organization for the 
protection of our homes and furnish- 
ings. The properly maintained by about 
1~>0 real citizens, and the fire fighting 
apparatus maintained by our Borough 
Council. The Fire Company property is 
today worth about $15,(100.00, and of 
this the Fire Company holds equity to 
the amount of. about $11,(100.00, which 
was secured by contributions from the 
people of the borough and by hard work 
on the part of the members. The fact 
that they, at the request of members of 
the Memorial Committee, have offered 
it to the people of Narberth as "basis 
for a permanent and lining memorial''' 
can not be discounted and should be ap- 
preciated and received in the fine spirit 
in which the oiler was made. 

Farther on the Spectator's article 
mentions something about an ethical 
object in view. The approved memo- 
rial proposition does not pretend to he 
ethical, only plain and quite sincerely 
American. The memorial is not con- 
fusing, neither is it involved, to any- 
one who can understand exactly what 
the issue is and what it pretends to lie. 
Narberth is indeed fortunate to have 
a building which can with a relatively 
small outlay be made into a memorial 
of a typo that is in its practical value 
the ambition of so many small towns 
throughout the country. 

The idea of providing a permanent 
home that will be permanently main- 
tained for the members of the American 
Legion can not be questioned as a war 
memorial. The fact that our local post 
of the American Legion has approved 
the idea and will welcome the quarters 
provided with real appreciation does 
not injure the offer or its acceptance 
in any way, as Spectator would have 
our readers believe. 

Spectator says, "The cost of the 
project is altogether out of proportion 
to our means and extravagance is no 
concomitant of nobility or intelli- 
gence." if extravagance were attend- 
ant to the nobility and intelligence of 
those who made the proposition it would 
be for them to provide the ways and 
means to bring the plan to a successful 
conclusion. The plan is not extrava- 
gant, although it does include erecting 
a clock tower, which would be one of 
the big items of expense, a clock tower 
being included not because of its neces- 
sity, or of its real practicability, but as 
a combination that would please allot' 
the ideas expressed at the many meet- 
ings of the committee. 

Eliminating the clock feature, the ex- 
penditure of $12,000.00 should certainly 
be within the means of the people of 



Narberth. ' With a clock tower and 
clock, the cost would rise to about 
$15,000.00, possibly a little less, and 
this should not be called extravagance 
if it provides a memorial of which we 
could be proud and would be valued at 
$.'{0,000.00 and be permanently main- 
tained. 

The maintenance feature is the one 
that has been a snag to useful memo- 
rials, and is the feature that would 
immediately condemn the clock tower 
to be placed on the north side of the 
station. 

Spectator states that this clock tow- 
er has heretofore received the greatest 
and most consideraion. With this the 
writer does not agree, having talked the 
memorial to everyone who seemed the 
slightest interested. One of the objec- 
tions to the clock tower near the sta- 
tion would be that it would cost more 
than our real memorial if it were erect- 
ed to a height that would be of any 
value. The fifteen-foot clock tower pro- 
posed would be of no use as a time- 
piece. Who cares how much the o.lo 
is late arriving from (he city? if we 
have to get to Haverford and Essex or 
Ilaverford and Narberth avenues before 
we learn what time it is, we had better 
order 1,000 clocks and put one in front 
of each house in town, so that we could 
judge the time from our homes to the 
station. 

The setting, with the stores on the 
north as a background and the station 
on the south, would not show off the 
work of art as well as the plain white 
background of the artist. A man would 
have to be a Prussian or an I. W. W. 
to swing an axe into the fine old tree 
which now ornaments the site, and we 
would have to wait until our children 
were grandfathers or grandmothers be- 
fore the tree could be replaced. 

We need more bulls and less hears in 
the memorial market, and please note 
that the former is plural, and if the 
memorial question must be settled, and 
Spectator wants a clock, let him rest 
assured that if he gets behind Hie Fire 
House proposition which has been ap- 
proved, the money can be had and that 
the ethical problems which he believes 
he has found can lie embodied in the 
project, which has the endorsement of 
00 44-100 per cent, of the people.
